EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to amended claims 1 and 43 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-4, 7-10, 13-17, 20, 21 and 43- 
47 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 13-17, 20, 21 and 43-48 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a search of 
the prior art failed to disclose or reasonably suggest a semiconductor apparatus 
comprising a double poly bipolar transistor and a double poly metal oxide 
semiconductor (MOS) transistor; wherein a base of the double poly bipolar transistor 
comprises a first dopant having a first dopant concentration, and wherein a gate of the 
double poly MOS transistor comprises the first dopant having the first dopant 
concentration; and wherein an emitter of the double poly bipolar transistor comprises a 
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second dopant having a second dopant concentration, and wherein a source/drain of 
the double poly MOS transistor comprises the second dopant having the second dopant 
concentration, as recited by independent claims 1 , 43 and 48.
